Day after day the order hook* have 
shown a lighter load until the mon 
win) have money In the enterprise 
could stand It uo longer. At one time 
it wa* hoped the importers would 
stand bv the old prices, and give the 
Americans a chance at their uew 
market, but the avaricious disposition 
of lsador Strauss would not permit It

While many were of the opinion 
t hat they could never operate t heir 
plants and sell ware until a cut was 
made there were conflicting ideas a* 
what It should be. 
Some favored a 
drop of only a few per cent, others 
wanted it a little heavier, but the ma 
jority thought the kuife should go in 
as d eep as their English rivals have 
put it. 
After a long discussion It 
was decided to adopt the English 
scale, and sell ware for what the men 
from over the water d isp ose of It 
This means, according to authorities, 
a drop of six per cent to the trade, and 
an equal basis with the Importers 
Not satlsfled with a reduction unpre 
cedented In IU scope, the manufact 
urer* went deeper Into the surgical 
business, and decided on an open 
market at 60 per cent. This means 
that the unclasslfled can have t hat 
discount instead of the price o 
past. 
In this line it means about 14 
per cent which the manufacturers 
hope to make up in some way. The 
action was of course unanlmou 
as the potters were anxious to get 
home last night some of them did not 
figure a comparison with the English 
list, hut those who did say the total 
cut b» them means close b> 15 per 
cent.
